There are psnding bofore Congress sup-
plomentary pension bills, which if presed
will add many more millionato the already
almost inoredibly wvast sums whioh have
beon taken from the treasury on this
nccount, The opialon is becoming very
stroog in the minds of the more judicious
members of Uongrees that it is high time
tooall & halt in this busiocess. Heretofore
those who would resist what they know to
be legislation not omly perulcious to the
morals of those to be aflvoted direotly by
it, but aofair and uojust in the most ex-
treme degree to the psople st large, upon
whom the burden was to be [aid, have
beon overborne and overawed by the rant
of dem nes and the fear that such
agtion wounld be used to their own politi.
oal detriment. It iste ba hoped that no
suoh  oonsiderations will in the future
deter them from doigsg their duty to the
oountry sod to thelr constituents. No
mercenaries who ever flloked to the
standard of robber kivg or chieftian in
avcient or in modern times received gifts,
rewards or plunder exoeeding the rich
largess which bas beea poured in o
ooutinual stream into the laps of men eon.
nected with the suppression of the rebel.
lion, from the great captalos down to the
humblest subordinate, wvot excloding
those who, by the broadest latitnde of
oonstruotioa, could be brougbt ioto
seeming relations with it, Yet the liters.
ture of the land ia top beavy with song
and story, with poem nod oration, holding
them all up as patriots tried aod trus,
inspired ounly by the love of country. No
soldiers were ever better fed, better
olothed, better paid than the soldiers of
the Union duiing their eotire term of
service, A gratoful eountry, after the
wir was over, in still further recogoition
of their wserviosa, provided pensions for
those who, by reason of wounds or other
incaproity acquired in tho service, wers
unabla to maintain themsslves or their
families, and for the families of those who
bad died from wounds or sickness,

Had it stopped here no voice could be
raised agaiost it, but step by step has the
door been thrown open, until to-day the
§ *nsion lerislation upon the itatute books
of the Unit o Btates offers 3 preminm to
fraud and perjury. Theremn be no doubt
that uotold millions havebeen aud are
now being paid to men, or the representa-
tives of men, many of whon never smelt
the smoke of battle ; mavnr of whom, in
fact, porformed po servics aod many of
whom were of that worst slaes of desert.
ers—bounty jumpers.

THE GOVERNMENT'S GHEAT DOUNTY,

It is interesting to note the unbounded
gencrosity of the government (o ita
soldierse. In the four yenrs of the war the
government spent for their olothing alone
856,651 460, It paid $150,090,702 for
borees for the cavalry aund artilery, and
quite #1,500,000,000 to pay its men, It
paid in bounties alone £140,540 345, aod it
bas paid to the different siates §50,000,000
more on account of moneys expended by
them for troops, aund it bas paid for
pepsions the colossal sum of §7272300,-
850, Last year the paymenta on uscoount

government for the year 1809. How the
pension list bas growu can be seen by the
following, which, ns well as the fieures
abova given, is obtalned from official
sonroes, In 1806 the total expenditures
for pepsions was §15,600,852, In 1868,
threa yenrs after the close of the war
it was only 823, 782,346, "In these years
recollections of events was fresh, identifi

cation was easy, and frand and perjury
were at a discount. Bu* as the years
rolled on, successive aota opening the doors
indisorimioatively wore passed, Claim
agents and lobbyista took bold, soruples of
claimants and of their friends vanisted as
chances of detection grow less, until as
asserted by o gallant volunteer officer, for
a loog time & member of the committes on
military affairs, it is more than probable
that one thkird of the movey whioch has
been paid on sccount of ponsions within
the last half dozem years has gone to
persons who even under the loossly con-
structed laws have no titla to it. Ia 1879,

fourteen years aftar the war, the pension

pay roll had increascd to 235,121,452, In
1880 it jumped up to #56,777,174. In 1883
it was 800,017,77%, &orthe present year
it was purpose’ ' "enk down to §55,420,228,
but in the year == oome it will go up again.
Of course ths legislation now on the
books must siacd, but there should be no
controversy 28 to the jrsue that the limis
haa been reached, They would be nooe if
it was not for the opportunity whioh dem-
agogues, time eervers and tricky politi

clans are always oo the alert to seize. In
disoussion on some of the later propositions
extendiog the provisions ol the pension
laws, such o man as Bepator Bherman, of
Ohio, bas had the nerve to speak and to
record his vote in opposition, It is to Re-
pablicans like him that the country must
look to put up the bars agaiust further
raids on the treasury on tuis account. In
striking the balance betwesn the govern-
ment and those who fought for it, one
great item of oredit on ity side should also
be taken into consideration. The blue
book from 1865 down to the present time
shows almost countless nnmes of soldiers
of the war holdiog official position, Thero
is not not & custom  house, nor stoflice
in the big cities, nor an internal revenue
office, not a department of the government
